should be restored to the people, urged 
the delegates to press amendments en- 
larging the 
financial 
scope of tJle bill. 


Mr. O'Brien, however, asked the conven- 
tion to entrust to the parliamentary party 
the power and responsibility of eventual- 
ly dealing In committee stage with the 
amendments. 


O'BRIEN'S ATTACK. 


While begging the delegates to 1st their 
parliamentary representatives settle the 
matter, Mr. O'Brien attacked the land- 
lords, Irl»h judges and British rule with 
the same vlrylenco as has always mark- 
ed his speeches, to the intense delight of 
the audience, which, swayed by his elo- 
quence, hlFoedand cheeredalternately.

WHY THE LATEST ESCAPE TOOK 


PLACE AT 
COUNTY IN- 


FIRMARY. 


There Ja caste even among lepers, of 


which fact, a second example has Just 
come 
to light. It serves to explain 


why the Spanish leper Fldeo made a. 
mad race away from the County In- 
firmary at an early hour a few morn- 
ings ago. 


Fideo Is now living in the outskirts 
of Livermore and Is beingi sustained by 
the charitable people of that section. 
It !s uncertain as to whether or r.ot he 
will be returned because Dr. 
Clarke, 
superintendent of the Infirmary, says 
he Has no Police authority to 
bring 
the leper back to his shack on the In- 
firmary grounds. 


Fideo was the only occupant of the 
cabin provided for lepers on the In- 
firmary reservation at the expense of 
the county. He was contented with it 
until a few days ag-o, when another 
leper. Lyrnan Smith, was sent there to 
share the shack with him. 


Fideo, with Spanish haughtiness dis- 
dained to occupy the same cabin with 
what he called a "dirty leper," on the 
ground that It would tend to Inflict 
himself with the same incurable mal- 
ady, Fldeo Btoutly asserting that he 
was not s. leper himself. 
Dr. Clarke, however, had no other 


Quarters for Fideo and insisted upon 
his occupying the cabin with the sim- 
ilarly-afflicted Smith. The next morn- 
ing-, .about 2 o'clock Fideo slipped out 
of the cabin and disappeared and is 
now wandering around the old haunts 
In the Livermore Valley. 
This is a repetition of an episode 


which 
occurred 
on 
the Infirmary 
grounds several years ago, when a sec- 
ond Chinaman, who was afflicted with 
leprosy, was sent to occupy a shack 
which had been eet apart for another 
Chinaman some months before that, the 
occupant being a Celestial far advanc- 
ed 
In yeara. This leper refused to 
share his cottage with leper Xo. 2 on 
the ground that he himself was not 
afflicted, but that he would 'become an 
incurable if his countryman were al- 
lowed to come in contact with him. As 
a 
consequence the second Chinaman 
fled, causing a great amount of trou- 
ble. 


Later, Chinese No. 2 was returned 
to the plague house and there met his 
old companion. There was no comity, 
however, 
between 
.them, and 
not 


long- afterward he was killed by his 
aged 
countryman, 
whose name was 
Gee Hin. Hin 
fled to' escape pun- 
ishment. He waa re-arrested and re- 
turned to the shack, but died a short 
time ago, but there is no return of the 
wnrrant for his arrest in the Sheriffs 
office.

If the ppo*. were stone, h<-- ar- 
gues, no light would have been reflect- 
ed while th? earth's shadow was up^-n 
the moon. Recent, measurements tend 
to confirm this belief.
